Hogs  in  Illinois. — The  Peoria  Press 
says  that  "contracts  are  making  by  pack- 
ers in  Knox  county  for  hogs  of  200  lbs. 
and  over  at  $5  50,  delivered  at  depots  on 
rail  roads  by  Christmas,  paying  94  cash 
down.  The  great  number  of  hogs  taken 
east  this  spring  and  summer  by  railroad 
will  maternally  diminish  the  quantity  for 
sale  in  Knox  county  this  winter." 

Gen.  Todtlfben. — Our  rentiers  have 
heard  of  the  fact  that  Gen.  Todtleben,  the 
vounp  Russian  Engineer  who  has  so  dis- 
tinguished himself  in  such  a  remarkable 
manner  in  conducting  the  defense  of  Se- 
vastopool,  was  some  weeks  since  severely 
wounded,  and  he  was  for  a  time  reported 
dead.  The  English  p;ipers  say  that  he  [ 
was  shot  through  the  leg  by  a  French  rifle 
ball,  but  the  German  papers  give  a  very 
different  version  of  the  circumstances  un- 
der which  he  received  his  wound.  They 
state  that  he  was  surveying  the  fortifications 
and  endeavoring  to  make  out  what  the 
French  engineers  were  about,  when  a 
bomb  fell  near,  and  that  seven  soldiers  who 
accompanied  him,  threw  him  down  and 
covered  his  person  with  their  bt.dies,  that 
six  of  them  were  killeil  and  the  oih<?r 
wounded  by  the  explosion  of  the  missile, 
and  that  one  of  the  fragments  penetrated  the 
wall  of  flesh  before  him,  inflicted  the  wound 
upon  the  General,  from  which  he  has  since 
suffered,  but  is  recovering.  If  this  account 
is  authentic,  as  we  presume  it  is,  it  shows 
a  devotion  of  the  Russian  soldiers  lo  their 
young  leader,  wholly  unexampled,  unless 
in  the  case  of  a  single  soldier,  covering 
Napoleon  with  hi«  body,  in  a  similar  case 
of  perilous  emergency. 

The  Vote  i  ponthk  Additional  School 
Tax. — The  vote  in  the  counties  of  Hallard, 
Bath,  Daviess,  Henry,  Marion  and  Spen- 
cer, upon  the  proposition  to  impose  an  ad- 
ditional tax  of  three  cents  upon  every  hun- 
dred dollars  worth  of  taxable  properly,  in 
aid  of  Common  Schools,  was  not  returned 
to  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  St  ite,  and 
consequently  is  omitted  in  the  official  cer- 
tificate of  the  result  of  tlio  poll  upon  that 
question,  which  we  have  already  published. 
Without  these  counties,  the  vole  of  the 
State  stantls  for  the  additional  tax  86,672; 
against  it  26,356.  We  are  able,  however, 
to  supplv  from  private  sources,  the  vote  on 
this  question  for  all  the  omitted  counties, 
except  Bath  and  Henry — viz:

Germans  in  America. — An  American 
correspondent  of  the  Augburger  Allgemeine 
Zeitung,  analyzing,  for  the  benefit  of  Ger- 
man readers,  the  state  of  parties  in  this 
country,  has  lately  undertaken  to  prove 
that  the  opposition  of  the  Know  Nothings 
to  foreigners  is  directed  almost  exclusively 
against  the  Irish,  and  that  persons  born  in 
other  countries,  especially  in  Germany,  are 
comparatively  exempt  from  their  persecu- 
tion. The  writer  maintains  that  Germans 
in  the  United  States  have  generally  a  rep- 
utation for  prudence,  thrift,  and  sobriety, 
and  that  they  not  only  make  good  citizens, 
but  form  a  conservative  element  in  our 
community.  To  a  great  extent  these  state- 
ments may  be  accepted  us  true  of  those 
who  emigrated  to  America  previous  to  the 
the  year  1848.  It  may  also  be  correct  with 
regard  to  many  who  have  come  over  since 
that  time,  but  we  are  compelled  to  believe 
that  a  majority  of  the  immigrants  of  the 
last  five  years  have  imported  with  them  the 
seeds  of  political  and  religious  licentious- 
ness, the  influence  of  which  has  already 
been  most  banefully  felt  in  those  parts  of 
the  country  where  ihev  are  most  thickly 
congregated.  The  very  wriler  to  whom 
we  have  referred  admits  that  he  met  infidels 
who  acknowledged  that  they  used  no  school 
books  for  their  children,  "  because,  they 
said,  they  still  speak  of  a  good  God,  of  the 
immortality  of  the  soul,  &c,  and  we  can- 
not teach  our  youth  such  nonsense."  He 
continues:  "Such  sentiments  are  to  be 
found,  as  though  Vogt  and  Dr.  Buchner  had 
taught  there,  among  most  of  the  Socialist 
and  Communist  communities.  Some  Ger- 
mans have  gone  so  far  as  neither  to  permit 
their  children  to  be  baptized,  nor  even  to 
give  them  Christian  names, and  we  are  told 
of  a  Dr.  II.  in  the  State  of  New  York  who 
named  his  children  Frog,  Lizzard,  Fly," 
dec.  He  says,  "  Such  things  give  great 
scandal  to  religious-minded  Americans." 

Scarcely  fifteen  years  ago, Germans  were 
certainly  looked  upon  asan  interesting  por- 
tion of  our  aggregate  population.  They  in- 
spired confidence  and  esteem  by  their  in- 
dustry and  respect  for  religion,  and  an  ex- 
traordinary portion  among  them  became 
wealthy  and  the  founders  of  some  of  the 
first  families  in  our  large  commercial  cities. 
Even  five  or  six  years  ago,  a  prestige  of  fa- 
vor attached  to 
when  Americans 

liberty  on  the  banks  of  the  Danube  and  ihe 
Rhine,  their  sympathies  were  more  pro- 
foundly excited  than  they  had  been  by  the 
preceding  revolutionary  scenes  in  France. 
The  names  of  I.amarline  and  l.edru  Rolin 
lirew  tliin  on  the  page  that  blazoned  bt.th 
Vjic  glories  of  Gagern,  Heeker,  and  Blum. 
Young  Americans  forsook  our  navy  to  en- 
ter the  Geitnan  fleet,  and  Vienna,  Berlin, 
PfagUC,  and  Dresden  were  visited  by  emu- 
lators of  the  fame  of  Lafayette,  eager  to 
shed  their  blood  for  liberty  in*  a  land  of 
strangers.  They  soon  began  to  return, 
however,  and  lo  chill  the  ears  of  listeners 
by  the  talcs  they  brought  with  them  of  bru- 
tal, licentious  mobs,  a  debased,  corrupted 
proletariat,  lion  id  butcheries  initiating  the 
deadliest  barricade  struggles, and  a  reign  of 
terror  and  tyranny  worse  than  the  most 
cruel  of  despotisms.  The  revolution  at- 
tempted by  Red  Republicans  failed.  Sword 
and  grape-shot  restored  the  rulers  of  Eu- 
rope to  the  eminence  from  which  they  had 
fallen,  and  il  became  necessary  for  the  de- 
luding or  deluded  hordes  who  had  rebelled 
against  them  to  leave  their  native  laud. 
They  were  received  here  with  open  arm.*, 
given  the  heartiest  welcome,  and  we  re- 
joiced to  believe  that  they  would  find  the 
peace  and  security  among  us  which  they 
had  in  vain  smuggled  for  at  home.  The 
excesses  they  had  perpetrated  were  looked 
at  as  the  necessary  consequence  of  a  state 
of  transition  from  slavery  to  independence, 
and  we  saw,  in  ihe  defeated  champions  of 


cans  should  reflect  upon  these  things,  and 
while  there  is  still  time,  apply  a  remedy  to 
abuses  that  are  growing  every  day  greater, 
and  which,  by  and  by,  it  may  be  impossi- 
ble to  heal.

We  have  no  doubt  that  the  rote  for  the 
tax  in  Bath  and  Henry  is  sufficient  to  swell 
the  aggregate  on  that  side  lo  90.000,  while 
(he  vote  in  those  counties  against  it  would 
leave  the  aggregate  minority  at  leas  than 
29,000.  W  e  may  6ay  then  that  the  major- 
ity in  favor  of  this  additional  tax  is  more 
than  thret  to  one,  while  the  toial  vote  is 
greater  than  waa  ever  before  polled  in  the 
Stale  upon  any  question,  with  the  solitary 
exception  of  the  gubernatorial  contest  of 
1848. 

The  only  counties  in  the  State  which 
have  given  a  majority  against  this  addition- 
al tax,  are  Marion,  Nelson,  Logan  and 
Cumberland.  Of  these  Cumberland  and 
Marion  voted  against  the  two  cents  school 
tax  in  1848,  while  Logan  and  Nelson  voted 
for  it.  We  understand  that  the  entire 
change  in  the  positioDjjpf  Nelson,  and  the 
inert  ased  majority  in  Marion,  are  attribu- 
table to  the  Caiholie  vote  in  those  coun- 
ties. The  change  in  Logan  is  probably  to 
be  accounted  for  Sy  an  impression  prevail- 
ing there,  that  the  fund  already  provided, 
was  badly  managed.  Cumberland  has  not 
varied  in  her  position,  and  there  is  no 
change  there  to  be  accounted  for. 

But  w  hat  a  striking  manifestation  does 
the  whole  vote  afford  of  the  popular  senti* 
of  the  State  in  favor  of  universal  ed- 
!  More  than  three  to  one  of  the 
recorded  votes  in  favor  of  the  increased 
taxation,  and  only  four  counties  out  of  one 
hundred  and  three  voting  against  it!  Sure- 
ly, if  the  friends  of  popular  instruction  in 
Kentucky  need  encouragement,  here  is  en- 
couragement in  abundance.  The  people 
have  done  their  part;  let  legislators,  and  the 
officers  of  the  system,  do  theirs;  and  let  the 
cause  be  pushed  on  until  the  common 
schools  of  this  Stale  shall  furnish,  as  the 
common  schools  of  some  of  our  sister 
States  do  now  furnish,  to  every  pupil  who 
will  receive  it,  as  good  an  education  for 
nothing  but  the  cost  of  books,  as  can  be 
furnished  any  where  in  the  State  for  the 
highest  tuition  fees.  Such  is  the  school 
system,  or  rather  the  condition  of  her 
school  system,  which 
Lartfch*  friends  of  the 
it  is  attained. 


Sprouting  Wheat— There  is  no  little 
excitement  throughout  this  and  adjoining 
Slates  about  the  damage  done  by  the  rain 
to  the  harvested  and  unharvested  crops  of 
grain  and  hay.  It  is  not  at  all  surprising 
that  every  farmer  should  measure  his  own 
and  his  neighbor's  crops  in  the  same  half 
bushel,  and  whenever  the  sprouts  have  ap- 
peared not  only  think  himself  totally  ruin- 
ed but  also  believe  famine  to  be  inevitable. 

Let  us  look  at  the  prospect  fairly.  There 
is  no  disputing  the  fact  that  in  all  the  wheat 
region  north  of  latitude  41  degrees  the 
wheat,  either  cut  or  uncut  is  badly  sprout- 
ed. How  great  the  damage  is,  it  is  difficult 
lo  determine,  as  many  farmers  have  no 
precedent  lo  judge  by,  not  having  had  such 
a  season  for  several  years.  Indeed  we  re- 
member only  one — it  was  the  year  1830, 
though  the  worst  of  the  wet  weather  came 
somewhat  later. 

That  year  the  wheat  was  most  cut,  and  In 
shocks  in  the  field  or  in  slacks.  In  the 
great  wheat  regions  of  Ohio,  Indiana,  and 
Illinois,  the  farmers  quite  generally  declar- 
ed the  crop  to  be  totally  ruined.  In  some 
fields  it  did  look  so,  for  when  it  was  uncut 
ihe  yellow  heads  assumed  a  green  shade, 
and  the  shocks  and  stacks  became  as  green 
on  the  surface  as  the  adjoining  pastures. 
In  due  time,  however,  the  raining  period 
was  over,  the  sprouts  died,  tlie  standing 
grain  was  cut,  the  shocks  stacked  or  thrash- 
ed, the  stacks  lost  their  bright  yellow  hue 
and  stood  a  rusty  looking  in;iss  of  dry, 
weather-beaten  straw;  and  yet — mark  the 
result — the  wheat  inside  was  as  bright  and 
sound  as  ever.  So  slight  was  the  injury 
that  it  was  h»rdlv  perceptible  in  the  final 
result.  The  shocks  and  standing  grain 
were  more  injured,  but  not  ten  per  cent  of 
the  grain  was  destroyed. 

When  wheat  is  sprouted  a  good  winnow- 
ing machine  w  ill  remove  most  of  the  inju- 
red kernels  which  make  excellent  feed  for 
animals.  If  there  is  a  predominance  of 
sprouted  grains  in  the  grist  that  goes  to 
mill,  it  is  not  spoiled  (or  food  ;  it  is  only 
spoiled  for  light  bread.  Th"  dough  instead 
the  Cerman  name,  and \of  rising  by  the  ordinary  process,  has  a 
ieard  of  the  struggles  for  ,  tendency  to  liquify  and  spread  out  and  form 
a  sticking  mass  that  will  not  be  kneaded 
into  loaves.  It  makes  good  unleavened 
bread,  and  is  quite  nulrieious,  with  a  sweet- 
ish taste.  By  many  persons  breatl 
of  sprouted  wheat  is  preferred,  but  in  mar- 
ket the  least  appearance  of  grown  kernels 
will  injure  ihe  sale.  Some  millers  even 
contend  that  one  per  cent  of  such  kernels 
will  injure  the  quality  of  the  whole.  It  is 
ihereforc  important  to  the  farmer  that  he 
should  be  very  careful  to  keep  the  sprouted 
sheaves  separate  from  the  sound,  and  should 
also  separata  the  s  und  front  the  unsound 
grain  in  winnowing,  as  far  as  possible. 

The  injury  of  rain  upon  wheat  is  quite 
overrated  in  this  country,  because  we  are 
not  well  used  to  it — our  harvest  weather 
being  usually  so  fine  lhat  the  straw  retains 
its  golden  brightness  till  it  has  been  thrash- 
ed. Not  so  in  England.  There  the  rains 
are  often  so  incessant  that  sprouted  w  heat 
is  very  common,  and  the  business  of  shock- 
ing or  stacking  the  sheaves  is  an  art 
that  commands  higher  w  ages  than  reaping. 
There  the  stacks  are  always  thatched  to 
preserve  them  from  sprouting  from  the  out- 
side, and  often  built  hollow  to  dry  them  on 
the  inside.  In  this  tfounlry  we  are  much 
more  careless.  Our  wheat  is  ofien  expo- 
sed to  complete  soaking.  Much  of  that 
grown  in  the  West  is  threshetl  on  the 
ground,  and  often  lies  in  a  pile  through  a 
long  rain,  and  if  a  warm  one.  some  of  the 
outside  grains  are  sprouted,  but  the  inside 
of  the  pile  is  uninjured. 

The  Danuhian  wheat-boats  are  w  ithout 
roofs;  the  grain  is  piled  up  in  a  heap  roun- 
ded on  top,  and  exposed  to  all  the  rains 
lhat  fall  during  a  long  voyage.  If  the 
weather  be  warm,  the  outside  grows  ami 
mats  together  some  inches  deep,  and  that 
protects  the  remainder.  The  w  orst  of  the 
sproutetl  part  is  only  fit  for  beasts,  while 
lhat  but  slightly  sprouted  sells  as  food  for 
man,  and  that  below  the  wetted  crust  is  fit 
for  shipment  lo  France  or  England. 

We  have  no  doubt  that  the  grain  is  inju- 
red bv  the  present  wet  spell,  some  accounts 
of  which  we  continue  to  give;  but  it  is  not  I 
•'utterly  ruinous."    We  may  doubt  wheth- 
at  farmers  do  not  gain  more  in  other  crops 
than  they  will  lose  in  the  wheat  by  the  rains. 
Meantime  let  us  console  ourselves  that  we 
are  not  likely  to  be  destitute  of  wheat.     A  . 
trustworiny  writer  makes  an  estimate  "lhat 
Ohio  will  yield  the  present  season  twenty- 
two  millions  of  bushels,  Illinois  eighteen 
millions,  Wisconsin  ten  millions,  Michigan  | 
ei<;lit  millions,  and  Pennsylvania  twenty 
millions."    There  is  no  prospect  of  a  fam- 
ine.— X.  Y.  Tribune.

These  hopes  were  sadly 
We  soon  began  to  find  ih  it,  as,  in  the  last 
century,  the  infidel it\'  and  ignorance  of  the 
French  nation  had  caused  the  failure  of  the 
revolution  that  dethroned  Louis  XVI,  the 
same  causes — pantheistic  unbelief,  gross 
immorality,  and  mistaken  ideas  concerning 
the  first  principles  of  true  liberty — had  pro- 
duced the  overthrow'  of  Republicanism  in 
Germany,  and  that  America  was  about  to 
be  deluged  with  raving,  fanatical,  socialist 
Red  Republicans,  whose  intolerant  ami-  I 
Christian  propagandism,  unless  counterac- 
ted, would  bring  the  most  serious  evils  up- 
on the  country.  There  are  noble,  patriot- 
ic Germans  in  America.  They  are  to  be 
met  with  in  every  street  of  our  large  cities; 
their  banking  and  warehouses  are  not  bet- 
ter known  than  their  discriminating,  large- 
hearted  conservatism ;  and  their  high  po- 
litical and  mercantile  sense  of  honor  pro- 
cures them  the  respect  of  all  good  men. 
They  are  as  grieved  and  more  ashamed 
than  we  can  be  at  the  pernicious  un-Auier 
iean  position  fallen  into  by  the  masses  who 
have  of  late  years  come  from  the  European 
continent,  and  whose  constant  endeavor 
has  been  to  spread  the  principles  of  Heine, 
Psiae,  and  those  infamous  platforms  adop- 
ted at  Richmond,  Louisville,  Cincinnati, 
St.  Louis,  and  elsewhere,  which  ii  has  been 
the  duly  ol  the  press  from  time  to  time  to 
denounce. 

It  is  a  fact  that  the  German  population 
of  some  parts  of  the  Western  country  con- 
stitute, morally,  the  very  dregs  of  the  peo- 
ple. There  are  communities  where  nu  re- 
ligious ceremonies  are  held,  but  nature  is 
worshipped  as  the  Deily;  where  the  Sab- 
b  ilh  u  devoted  to  drinking,  singing,  dan- 
cing, and  debauchery;  where  il  is  inculca- 
ted that  family  relations  should  cease  and 
free  lovism  be  substituted  in  their  place  ; 
where  the  males  are  degraded  and  the  fe- 
males are  ruined;  and  where  religion  in  ev- 
ery form  and  under  every  name  is  publicly 
sneered  at  and  privately  persecuted.  There 
are  extensive  clubs  and  associations  in 
which  the  most  horrid  principles  and  prac- 
tices are  exalted  into  political  rights,  and 
reports  of  their  processions  with  Tom  Faine 
illuminations,  banners  with  infidel  inscrip- 
tions, badge*  proclaiming  their  pride  in  sin, 
have  filled  German  newspapers  and  been 
defended  and  applauded  by  demagogue  as- 
pirants for  office.  All  this  is  wrong.  When 
such  things  are  suffered  to  take  place  with 
impunity  in  a  land,  it  cannot  fail  to  be  in- 
jured if  not  corrupied.  There  will  grow 
up  a  gradual  neglect  by  the  young  of  the 
ordinances  of  religion;  the  house  of  God 
will  become  despised;  the  Bible  will  cease 
to  be  looked  upon  with  veneration,  and  its 
precepts  inculcated  in  our  sehools  ;  th« 
cords  that  bind  society  together  will  be 
loosened;  respect  for  authority  will  cease 
to  be  regarded  as  a  virtue,  and  lawlessness 
will  begin  everywhere  lo  presail.    Ameri-  anybody

Profits  or  Wheat  Ci  lture. — The  Al- 
ton Courier  recently  gave  two  or  three  in- 
stances of  ihe  sueccfsful  and  profitab'e  cul- 
ture of  wheat.  One  instance  was  that  of 
Col.  W.  B.  Warren, of  Jacksonville,  whose 
cropof  wheat  netted  him  f20  per  acre,  clear 
, at  present  prices.  Another 
was  that  of  Mr.  Constant,  of  Sanga- 
■non  county,  where  the  nett  profit  was  f  17 
per  acre.  But  these  examples  of  good 
'wheat  culture  are  thrown  in  the  shade  by 
Mr.  J.  E.  Arnold,  of  Shipman,  III.  He 
cultivated  7|  acres  this  season,  and  realiz- 
ed therefrom  a  nett  profit  of  £330  84 — or 
941  49  per  acre.    He  says: 

The  land  had  been  sometime  in  cultiva- 
tion, and  for  the  last  few  rented  nut  for 
corn.  The  wheat  was  sown  the  first  of 
October  in  the  standing  corn,  and  was  put 
in  with  a  joint  cultivator,  and  by  going 
once  in  a  row.

—The  recent  election  in  Maine 
has  resulted  in  the  delcat  of  the  Black  Re- 
publicans. The  anti- American  papers  in 
the  South  are  endea voring  to  make  it  out 
an  American  defeat.  But  it  is  not  true,  as 
is  fully  shown  by  the  subjoined  article: 
Fn>in  ibe  Frankfort  Commonwealth. 
Tin:  Maim-:  Ki.mtion. — A  shameful  ef- 
fort is  now  made  in  the  South  to  induce  the 
belief  that  the  party  which  has  just  been 
defeated  in  Maine  is  the  American  party. 
It  would  be  difficult  to  assert  any  thing  fur- 
ther from  the  truth.  There  were  three 
candidates  for  Governor  in  the  field — viz  : 
Morrill,  ihe  present  incumbent;  Wells.  Dem- 
ocrat, and  Keed.  Wlnsj.  The  chief  ele- 
ments of  the  par«r  which  supported  Mor- 
rill, were  ultra-Maine-law-ism  and  aboli- 
tionism. This  party  supported  and  de- 
fended the  celebrated  Maine  Law,"  not 
merely  as  it  was  originally  enacted,  but  with 
the  very  stringent  and  arbitrary  amend- 
ments and  additions  that  have  lately  been 
made  to  it.  Their  abolitionism  was  of  the 
disunion  sort  that  Giddings  preaches,  and 
G Hidings  and  Wade  b"th  w ent  on  a  mission 
from  their  homes  in  Ohio,  to  make  stump 
speeches  for  the  Morrill  party  in  Maine. 
The  "Democratic"  there  declined  to  defend 
the  Pierce  administration  on  the  Nebraska- 
Kansas  bill,  and  thus  took  a  good  deal  of 
the  wind  out  of  the  sails  of  the  Morrill 
party,  or  Fnsionisls,  or  as  they  called  them- 
selves, the  "  Republicans."  The  Demo- 
crats also  modified  their  opposition  to  the 
Temperance  movement  so  far  as  io  pledge 
themselves  lo-"salutary  restrictions"  upon 
the  liijiior  traffic.  The  old  line  Whigstook 
pretty  much  the  same  position  on  both 
questions,  and  upon  the  latter  avowed  them- 
selves in  favor  of  "  suitable  prohibitory 
laws."

likely  to  beat  Morrill.  A  few  extracts  from 
our  exchanges  will  show  that  we  present 
the  contest  in  its  true  aspect,  and  that  A  mer- 
ican  principles  were  not  put  in  issue,  and 
of  course  were  nt -it  her  triumphant  nor  de- 
feated.

How  very  unkind  it  is  in  the  editor  of 
the  Times  to  taunt  his  black  brethren  by 
reminding  them  that  in  New  York  they  are 
nobodies,  mere  am  mals,  excluded  from  con- 
tact with  the  whiles  even  in  the  public  con- 
veyances, lu  the  South,  ladies  have  their 
colored  maids  in  constant  close  connection 
with  them — they  help  to  dress  them,  they 
nurse  them  when  they  are  sick,  and  ride 
with  them  in  their  carriages.  Here  the 
w  hites  are  the  friends  of  the  blacks.  We 
do  not  pretend  to  give  them  political  privi- 
leges, but  their  personal  rights  are  careful- 
ly protected.  But,  at  the  North,  the  exhi- 
bition of  sympathy  for  the  negro  is  all  pre- 
tense. The  people  of  that  region  affect  re- 
gard for  the  negro  only  to  insult  the  feel- 
ings of  the  people  of  the  South  and  make 
capital  for  a  political  party.  It  was  butthe 
other  day  the  papers  announced  that  even 
Horace  Greeley  turned  away  in  disgust  at 
seeing  a  mulatto  man  dancing  with  a  white 
unman  at  a  ball  in  England.  The  fact  is, 
the  anti-slavery  feeling  at  the  North  is  all 
hollow — perfectly  insincere;  a  sentiment 
so  false  that  the  deception  is  constantly  be- 
ing made  apparent.  The  Times,  the  Tri- 
bune, and  other  papers  of  that  ilk,  loathe 
ihe  negro  in  his  person  dity,  but  they  like 
him  as  the  means  of  agitation.  Without 
him,  their  occupation  would  be  gone.

Baltimore,  Sept.  18. 
From  Xorfolk  and  Portsmouth. — By  the 
steamboat  from  Norfolk  this  morning,  dates 
were  received  to  noon  Monday.  There 
were  48  deaths  in  48  hours  preceding.  At 
Portsmouth  there  had  been  only  17  deaths 
in  the  previous  two  days,  and  the  number 
of  new  cases  very  few.  In  some  parts  of 
the  city  the  disease  has  altogther  disappear- 
ed. Drs.  Rogers  and  Briggs,  of  Philadel- 
phia have  been  attacked  with  the  fever. — 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Baynesof  the  Baptist  Church, 
and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Christholm  of  the  Epis- 
copal Church  of  Norfolk,  have  both  fallen 
victims  to  the  lever.  Mrs.  Jane  Dewey,  a 
very  wealthy  lady  of  Norfolk,  is  also  in- 
cluded among  the  deaths  by  fever. 

Baltimore,  Sept.  19. — The  steamboat 
Georgia  arrived  this  morning  from  Norfolk, 
and  brings  tidings  of  an  increase  in  mortali- 
ty both  in  Norfolk  and  Portsmouth.  At 
Norfolk  there  were  45  deaths  on  Monday, 
and  20  up  to  noon  on  Tuesday.  At  Ports- 
mouth 17  deaths  occurcd  between  dusk  on 
Monday  and  noon  of  Tuesday.  A  large 
number  of  new  cases  have  occurred.  A- 
mong  the  deaths  at  Norfolk  are  Dr.  Geo. 
L.  Upshur,  ex-Mayor  Delany  and  another 
son  of  Rev.  A.  Smith.  Jos.  Wells,  Presi- 
dent of  Virginia  Bank,  is  ill,  and  also  John 
Farris. 

Baltimore,  Sept.  21. — Intelligence  from 
Norfolk  states  that  thirty  deaths  occurred 
Wednesday,  and  twenly  to  noon  Thursday. 
Mr.  l'u  r^uson.  President  of  the  Howard 
Association,  is  very  ill,  and  which  has 
caused  a  renewed  panic.  Immense  quan- 
tities of  tar  have  been  burne'd  in  both  Nor- 
folk and  Portsmouth.  No  abatement  has 
taken  place  in  the  disease.  Dr.  Cupin  and 
a  nurse,  from  New  York,  are  ill  w  ith  the 
fever.  Drs  Tnrndell  and  Blow  are  also 
extremely  ill.  Dr.  Gordon  is  still  living. 
At  Portsmouth  11  deaths  occurred  to  noon 
of  Thursday.  New  cases  are  numerous 
in  both  cities,  generally  vonsalered  no 
abatement  yet  occurred.

Perhaps  no  work  ever  created 
gjrealer  excitement  and  satisfaction  than 
this  document.  The  principal  results  that 
have  been  attained  in  this  Report,  by  means 
of  hundreds  of  thousands  of  facts  of  the 
most  convincing  kind,  may  be  comprised 
in  the  follow  ing:

8.  The  gases  that  are  developed  by  the 
decomposition  of  organic  matter,  and  par- 
ticularly of  excrements,  permeate  the  earth, 
rise  to  the  surface,  and  become  the  cause 
of  fevers  and  cholera. 

9.  Not  a  single  cholera  case  was  observ- 
ed in  Bavaria  the  cause  of  which  could  not 
be  traced  back  to  this  kind  of  infection. 

10.  The  close  stools  of  persons  tint  are 
infected,  and  are  in  the  first  stage  of  the 
tlisease,  and  especially  of  those  who  arc 
already  sufTering  from  that  Diarrhea  which 
is  always  the  forerunner  of  the  real  chole- 
ra, are  more  contagious  than  those  of  per- 
sons who  have  the  cholera  as  a  disease. 

1 1.  The  cholera  has  al  ways  been  brought 
to  a  place  in  which  the  epidemic  never  be- 
fore appeared,  by  a  sick  person,  and  in  fact 
its  spread  eausrd  by  means  of  the  excre- 
ments of  the  same  coining  in  contact  with 
the  earth.  In  no  other  way  does  this  prop- 
agation take  place.  Direct  contact  with 
the  patient,  the  inhalation  of  the  air  in  the 
sick  room,  the  washing  of  the  corpse,  yes, 
even  the  dissection  of  the  same  docs  not 
impart  the  disease. 

12.  Not  every  species  of  earth  acts  on 
lhe|decomposing  process  in  the  same  man- 
ner, and  the  spreading  of  the  catching  mat- 
ter is  therefore  dependent  upon  the  consti- 
tution of  the  soil  on  which  the  buildings 
have  been  erected.  On  rocky  soil,  granite 
or  sandstone,  the  cholera  never  becomes 
epidemical.  In  return,  on  clay  or  calcari- 
ous  earth,  or  in  general,  in  earth  that  keeps 
the  ground  damp,  the  catching  matter  flour- 
ishes best.  »' 

13.  The  cholera  poison  can  be  kept  with- 
in a  person  for  from  one  to  twenty-eight 
days  before  breaking  out.  This  accounts 
for  the  spreading  of  cholera  to  distant  pla- 
ces. 

14.  The  disease  is  imparted  to  the  ten- 
ants of  a  house,  that  have  not  been  infected 
by  direct  contact,  by  sleeping  in  apartments 
to  which  the  above  named  catching  poison 
can  come  to. 

15.  To  prevent  farther  infection  ami  sprea- 
ding, the  close-stools  must,  before  they  are 
emptied,  be  made  harmless,  by  an  addition 
of  sulphate  of  iron  or  green  coperas  dissid- 
ved  in  water.  Chloride  of  lime  does  not 
suffice,  because  it  only  purifies  the  air,  and 
does  not  destroy  the  cholera  poison. 

16.  Where  strangers,  out  of  cholera  dis- 
tricts, stop,  the  vault  ought  to  be  cleaned  at 
least  once  a  week  by  an  addition  of  sul- 
phate of  iron.  The  same  ought  to  take 
place  at  all  inns  and  hotels.  In  the  differ- 
ent apartments  of  hospitals  the  air  ought  to 
be  purified  by  papers,  moistened  with  spir- 
its of  turpentine  and  exposed  to  the  air, 
placed  at  different  places. 

17.  The  clothes  of  a  patient,  that  have 
in  the  least  degree  been  soiled  by  excre- 
ments, should  not  be  washed  or  soaked, 
because  the  poison  is  often  called  forth  and 
spread  thereby  in  the  most  dangerouswnan- 
ner.  It  should  invariably  be  burned  in  a 
stove  that  enter*-  a  flue. 

18.  There  are  no  other  means  of  pre- 
venting cholera,  or  its  spreading,  than  those 
which  teud  to  render  harmless  the  decom- 
position of  the  human  excrements, and  their 
beiag  led  bTand  removed  in  thc«best  and

Should  be  Known.—  l  he  Post  Office 

Department  publishes  the  following  notice, 
to  warn  persons  from  transgressing  the 
laws  : 

It  is  a  pennl  offence  to  deposite  in  any 
post  office,  to  he  conveyed  in  the  mail,  any 
envelope  or  packet  containing  letters  ad 
dressed  to  different  persons.  The  law  up- 
on which  the  above  is  based  is  frequently 
violated  by  persons  who  are.  perhaps,  not 
aware  of  its  existence.  The  thirteenth 
section  of  the  aci  approved  March  3,  1847. 
reads  that  every  person  offending  in  the 
manner  indicated  above  "shall  forfeit  the 
sum  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  ac- 
action  qui  tain,  one  half  for  the  use  of  the 
informer,  and  lhe  other  half  for  the  Post 
office  Department."  There  is  one  excep- 
tion, however,  and  that  is  in  case  of  letters 
addressed  to  foreign  countries.
